The rate of displacement con- 
tinues ... white and Negro... 
they are leaving the farms and 
moving to towns, most of them 
out of the South. 

What is happening to the Negro 
farm population in the South also 
is happening to the small white 
farmers. Foolish and thoughtless 
politicians busy themselves with 
stopgaps. They talk irresponsibly 
of the vote restrictive measures 
when the psychological reason for 
it already is gone, or fast going. 
They do not bother with the real 
human problem, which burgeons. 


Decreases 


Change is sweeping with a big 
broom in all the nation, and no- 
where is it sweeping so thorough- 
ly as in the South. 

Between 1930 and 1945 the 
number of farms in the South de- 
creased by one-third of a million. 
The ’50 figures likely will report 
even fewer. 

Here at Tuskegee, which is one 
of the really great educatidnal 
institutions of the nation because 
it consistently relates education 
to the people and their daily 
lives, there goes on a continuing 
study of human problems. One, 
of course, is population trends 
and meanings. 

The great decrease in Southern 
farmers has been chiefly among 
the Negro farm operators, ten- 
ants, croppers and renters of land. 
Since 1900 there has been a 
steady movement of people to 
cities. Alabama is a typical cot- 
ton-state study. 


Study 


Since the Civil War the pro- 
portion of Negroes in the popu- 
lation has declined from 47.7 
percent in 1870 to 34.7 percent 
in 1940. The 1950 census will 
show a further decrease. 

Since the Civil War the num- 
per of white people in Alabama 
has increased four times while 
the number of Negroes has in- 
creased two and one fourth times. 

This is a picture of all the cot- 
ton South. It varies little, per- 
centage-wise. | 

In 1945 there were tn the 
South one-fourth fewer Negroes 
than in 1910. The figures of this 
year will reveal continuation of 
the trend. 

In the South, only North Caro- 
lina, where educational opportu- 
nities attracted and where to- 
bacco was stabilized with added 
value manufacture and wages, 
showed a gain. It had 8,000 more 
Negroes in 1945 than in 1910. 
Most of these were successful 
farmers. 


The Cities 

The population map reveals 
the urban facts. 

Not until 1940 did the urban 
Negro population exceed that of 
the rural. This was almost true 
of the white population which 
had changed its status a short 
while before. In 1910 about 75 
percent of all Negroes were in 
rural communities. By 1940, 60 
percent were in cities, about 
three-fifths of the total.

Under the Plan, he explained, 
county home-exemptions would 
be carried over into the city. Resi- 
dents of unincorporated areas 
would pay slightly higher taxes, 
but would enjoy reduced water 
rates. 

“Strictly municipal services, 
such as the fire department, would 
be handled by the city. Health 
departments would be merged on 
a county-wide basis. Two con- 
struction departments would be 


ing only on rural roads and 


bridges.” 
Heyman, introduced by Club

France Asks 
Industrial 


Parliament 


PARIS, June 21—(4)—France 


'Wednestiay proposed a European 


federal parliament to hold the 
reins over Europe’s coal and steel. 

Jean Monnet, French economic 
planner, unwrapped the project in 
a two-hour outline of the Schu- 
man Plan when delegates of six 
countries began working sessions 
on the revolutionary scheme to 
unite their basic industries under 
a supra-national authority. 


Monnet declared the coal-steel 
authority—the kernel of the plan 
advanced May 9 by French For- 
eign Minister Schuman — should 
be responsible to a common par- 
liament and its decisions reviewed 
in a public debate each year. 


It would, however, be inde- 
pendent of national parliaments 
and governments. 


Monnet said a formulz must be 
found for democratic control of 
the high authority. He suggested 
a common parliament should be 
chosen by and from the national 
legislatures, in much the same 
way that the European consulta- 
tive assembly is picked, to exer- 
cise this control. 


Britain stayed away from the 
conference because she does not 
want to sufrender national sov- 
ereignty over her coal and steel 
industries to a  supra-national 
body on which she would have no 
veto. : 


Delegates from western Ger- 
many, Italy, Belgium, The Neth- 
erlands and Luxembourg who are 
attending the conference made no 
immediate comment on the Mon- 
net outline. 

Such an international parlia- 
ment as he proposed would re- 
semble the European Consultative 
Assembly which sits at Strasbourg 
each August. But it would hold 
real powers, not the merely ad- 


visory functions of the Strasbourg | 


Assembly. 

It appeared probable, however, 
that France’s ultimate objective 
is to place the steel-coal author- 
ity under the Strasbourg Assem- 
bly if other nations, particularly 
Britain and the Scandinavian na-

WASHINGTON, June 21—(4)— 
Backers of a 70-group Air Force 
won a victory at least in words 
Wednesday through a_ Senate- 
House conference agreement to 
authorize that top strength for the 
aerial arm. 


Both houses are expected to ap- 
prove the agreement. The actual 
size of the Air Foree, howevex, 
will depend on how much money 
Congress puts up for planes, 
equipment and men, 


Air-minded House members for 
several years have been trying to 
get direct and permanent authority 
for 70 groups. , 

They wrote it into a House bill 
setting maximum strengths for the 
Army and Air Force, the National 
Guard and Reserves. The House 
provision was that the Air Force 
“shall have an authorized strength 
of 70 United States Air Force 
groups, 22 separate United States 
Air Force squadrons and 61 Air 
Force Reserve groups, together 
with the necessary supporting and 
auxiliary United States Air Force 
and Reserve units.” 


The Senate, on the other hand, 
took a different approach, aiming 
at a top limit of 24,000 serviceable 
planes or 225,000 airframe tons. 
Senators argued that new devel- 
opments in aircraft and strategy 
might make such changes in the 
desirable size of air units that “70 
groups” would not mean anything 
specific. The “group” is already 
a highly variable unit, its number 
of planes and men depending on 
such factors as whether it is a 


bomber or fighter outfit, and the 


job assigned to it. 

The House conferees, however, 
won their basic point with agree- 
mient setting the Air Force ceil- 
ing at “not to exceed 70” groups 
plus such separate squadrons, Re- 
serve groups, supporting, auxiliary 
and Reserve units as may be 
needed. 

The compromise allows pro- 
curement of planes and equipment 
for that force, with the Secretary 
of the Air Force authorized to de- 
termine the buying total. That pro- 
vision is a substitute for House 
language allowing purchase of 
5,200 planes or 42,500 airframe 
tons a year. 

Air Force strength now is about 
48 first line groups, limited by 
appropriations and orders from 
President Truman and Secretary 
of Defense Johnson.

The rebullt 30,000,000-galion 
turbine water pump at the River 
pumping station was formally 
dedicated and put back into serv- 
ice Wednesday as Mayor Harts- 
field, Councilman James FEF. Jack- 
son, Chairman of Council's Water 
Committe and other city officials 
donned mechanics togs as “engi- 
neers.” T. E. Smith, of Burford, 
Hall & Smith, rebuilders of the 
26-year-old installation, was host 
at a luncheon.

lons of water during the time it

It’s billed as a contest of heavy- 
weights and laughs. Huiet weighed 
in at 225 pounds and Goodwin at 
270. Both mix a little good-natured 
clowning with a vigorous hand- 
shaking tour of the state. 

Huiet’s platform is brief: “To 
administer the affairs of the De- 
jpartment of Labor according to 
the law and for all the people of 
our state.” 

Says Goodwin: “I am against 
using merit system employees to 
plaster pictures of myself, or any- 
body else, on all the trees and 
telephone poles in Georgs. 

“I am against devoting seven 
hours a day to politics and one 
hour a day to work. 

“T am against using a public 
office for the benefit of a political 
faction or of special private in- 
terests. 

' “T am for serving all the people 

and promoting peace and harmony 
in the industrial life of the Sta‘e 
so that Georgia will prosper and 
| grow.” 

Huiet, 54, was born in South 
Carolina, attended Clemson Col- 
lege, became president of an At- 
lanta real estate company and a 
member of the Atlanta City Coun- 
cil and City Democratic Executive 
Committee. He was elected to the 
Georgia Public Service Commis- 
sion in 1934 and four years later 
was elected Labor Commissioner. 

He was indicted by a federal 
grand jury in 1942 on charges of 
violating the federal no-politics 
Hatch Act, but the case ended in 
a mistrial and was dropped. 

Huiet has beer friendly with the 
Talmadge political clan. So has 
Goodwin, until recent years. 

Goodwin, 57. a native of Mc- 
Donough, was a railroad worker, 
general merchant and livestock 
farmer, and manager of an At- 
lanta ice and coal company before 
he entered the late Eugene Tal- 
ae campaign for governor in 
1940. 

Talmadge appointed him Public 
Safety Commissioner in 1941, but 
after a stormy two-year term the 
two split. Goodwin joined the 
ranks of Ellis Arnall and worked 
in the Highway Department under 
Arnall. Now he is in the machinery | 
business.

Cartel Necessary? 


What eventually comes to pass when 
the State undertakes to contro] the pro- 
duction, sale and distribution of any com- 
modity is shown in the case of the Pine 
Mountain dairyman, Turner A. Fuss, -Jr., 
who claims refusal of the Milk Control 
Board to permit him to sell in the Man- 
chester-Warm Springs area is resulting in 
his financia] ruin. Whether that literally 
be the vase is beside the point. The fact 
is Mr. Fuss is producing milk. He wants 
to sell it in a certain area. He is denied 
that right by a State agency which under 
the law controls milk sales. 


Georgia needs a bigger dairy industry. 
The State still imports a portion of the 
milk thas is used. Yet, Mr. Fuss is a Geor- 
gia dairyman anxious to sell his product 
and is rendered unable to do so by a ruling 
of the Milk Control Board. 

The Board’s ruling presumably is legal. 
It has wide powers under the law. In de- 
ciding against Mr. Fuss it merely followed 
a custom of 13 years’ standing whereby no 
new permits are issued in. areas where 
milk is in “surplus supply.” We do not 
know who determines whether milk is in 
surplus supply, nor the gauge that/is used. 
We do know that the workings of our eco- 
nomic system ordinarily reduce the price 
of commodities which are in surplus sup- 
ply, creating a wider market and greater 
consumption. That economic law has been 
repealed by statutory law which estab- 
lishes a State-sanctioned milk cartel. This 
cartel, operating through the Milk Con- 
trol Board, fixes the price ‘of milk so as to 
enable ‘he most inefficient producers to 
sell at a profit. The consumer thus pays 
higher prices than he would under a com- 

etitive system. It also, as in the case of 

r. Fuss, prohibits any dairyman from 
selling milk outside his regularly assigned 
territory, thus further restricting compe- 
tition. 

The question is twofold: Does the State- 
manipulated milk cartel provide any bene- 
fit to the consumer? The answer, it seems 
to us, would necessarily be negative. The 
consumer pays higher prices for the prod- 
uct than he would if competition were 
free. He gets the same quality milk, since 
quality is regulated by other authorities 
anyway, | 

Does the milk cartel, then, promote 
growth of the milk industry in Georgia? 
The case of Mr. Fuss would seem to dictate 
a negative reply here, too. Those in the 
dairy industry tell us, however, that were 
there no protection the larger distributors 
promptly would*put themselves into price 
_competition with each other, forcing down 
the prices paid to farmers to the point 
where dairying would be unproritable.

That, they continue, would drive a great 
many producers out of business, lessen the 
milk supply and evencually react to the 
detriment of the consumer. 


Granting weight to the opinions of dai- 
rymen, is it still necessary, or even desir- 
able, that the State Milk Control Board op- 
erate as a cartel, controlling every phase 
of the industry, including the retail price, 
the assignment of quotas, strict regulation 
of the territory in which each producer 
may sell? In our effort to protect the 
State’s dairy industry have we not, in- 
stead, encumbered it with too much regu- 
lation? 

If the producing dairyman must have 
protection, would it not be simpler to em- 
power the Milk Control Board to establish 
minimum prices for producers, leaving dis- 
tributors free to com, ete among them- 
selves? Obviously the consumer would 
benefit »y lower prices. The dairyman, 
who we are seeking to encourage, would 
have just as much protection as he now 
has. And he would have a great deal more 
freedom, including the freedom to sell 
where he pleases, which does not now ex- 
ist. 

Certainly the State-managed milk car- 
tel is not compatible with our system. In- 
deed, there is serious question of whether 
the harm done by the cartel is not much 
greater than whatever benefits it has 
brought. We believe a modification is in 
order. 


Georgia Has 
No Timber To Burn 


A chain of forest fires, reported set by 
sparks from trains, swept through six 
South Georgia counties early this week, 
leaving a smoky, ashen trail of devasta- 
tion. Thousands of acres of timber lands 
were burned over and several homes were 
destroyed. 

The fire damage undoubtedly would 
have been greater except for the fact that 
five of the six counties have county fire 
protection units. 

in the State 79 counties have fire pro- 
tection units, the county paying a third 
and the State two-thirds of the cost. Six 
counties are set up for protection starting 
July 1, 

This State aid is available to other 
counties which will assume their share of 
the load. Some counties haven’t done so 
because they feel they can’t afford the 
protection. That seems “penny-wise— 
pound-foolish” thinking.

Fire in the woods can kill one in a few 
minutes. Georgia has vast forest resources, 
but not timber to burn.

Fannin County Board of Education passed resolutions indorsing 
Talmadge. ‘Talmadge points to a $13,000,000 increase in common 
school appropriations under his admipistration and calls himself 
“the greatest friend the schools have-ever had.” Then came Rep. 
Russell (Slick) Moulton, a Floyd County school teacher and past 
president of the Georgia Education Association, with an appeal for 
the renomination of Talmadge on the basis that Talmadge has done 
plenty for the schools, is a capable leader, and is in a better position 
than any other candidate to carry out his promises to finance the 
Minimum Foundation Program since he has the co-operafion of the 
Legislature. 


While Thompson, who did plenty for the schools when he was 
Acting Governor and is known by his fellow teachers throughout 
the State, still has the following of most school people, these inroads 
by Talmadge are significant. Without discounting Talmadge’s aid 
to schools, however, many give credit to Roy Harris for bringing 
some school leaders to speak out for Talmadge. Harris was the 
Georgia Education Association’s attorney, as well as Talmadge’s 
campaign strategist. He undoubtedly has convinced some GEA 
leaders their best chance for financing the Foundation Program is 
with Talmadge, so long as Talmadge can get through his campaign 
without flatly pledging himself against a sales tax—which is nec- 
essary to pay the bill. 


‘Wool Hats’ Meanwhile, Thompson is being introduced in 

many places by farmers and former supporters 
of the Talmadges. Several “Wool Hatters” bitterly denounce Herman 
Talmadge for “not being like his daddy” and for “breaking his 
promises.” They say they are turning to M. E. “because M. E. is 
more like Ole Gene than Herman is.” Former House Speaker Ran- 
dall Evans, of McDuffie County, always a Talmadge supporter, is 
campaigning for Thompson—and a hillbilly fiddler who toured the 
State for the late Gene Talmadge is singing and fiddling for Thomp- 
son this year. 


The “turn-about” campaign this year finds Thompson centering 
his appeal for votes in the rural counties, speaking four and five 
times a day at “whistle stops,” while Talmadge is making progress 
in some big city counties that seldom voted for his father.

WASHINGTON—There’s one thing about the white-haired lobbyist with the 
rimless eyeglasses, Merwin K. Hart, President of the National Economic Council, 
Inq@ You know exactly where he stands on practically all the subjects there are. 


He doesn’t like the present Supreme Court. 


He wants Congress to get started 


on a constitutional amendment abolishing the court and establishing a new one 

with another set of nine old men. He’s against Communists. And he figures every 
American ought to have a gun around the house, with an adequate supply of ammunition, in case 
those Reds get too tough. On other public questions he takes an equally firm stand. At the moment 


he’s tangling with the House Lobbying Activities 
Committee. 


It takes a stiff bank roll to get his ideas 
across to Congressmen and the people who 
elect ’em and it pains him to have the law- 
givers print the names of his contributors. 


He’s proud of the latter, you understand, but 
he fears the pinkos and the left-wingers may 
try to make them uncomfortable. Rep. Frank 
Buchanan, Democrat, Pennsylvania, the chair- 
man of the lobby detectives, figures the busi- 
ness firms can take care of themselves. After 
all, they number some of the mightiest corpora- 
tions in America. 

Last year they contributed $140,000 to the 
Council; the implication is that they, too, want

Proof was put together in affidavit form in 
the 1936 campaign but never was used. Of itself, 
this was bad enough. But in the circumstances, 
it was the more contemptible because here was a 
great faker patronizing the common man in poli- 
tics but grinding him down to less than $3 a day 
in some cases, subject to lay-off in bad weather 
and long walks to and fro in mud, snow and 
slush. And here were field-hands standing off 
actual malnutrition on free food from the govern- 
ment. All this Dewey knew as Alf Landon had 
known it in 1936. But the Republicans were al- 
ways determined to keep their punches up and 
even raised the foul line to the Adam’s apple 
while the Democrats dropped it to the kneecaps 
end chunked in.a few out of bounds, even so, 


Dewey would never use personal campaign 
material. Elliott's hot oil party, a notorious 
escapade in which the old man let himself be 
delivered to a barbecue in the Texas Gulf for 
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White House and its mysterious, scattered out- 
posts. Merriman Smith, the U. P. White House 
man, waited until it could do no harm to report 
publicly, and then revealed that one of the drunks 
who were host to the commander-in-chief and 
moral leader of the world, amused himself by 
smashing glasses with a fork-handle. 

Had Dewey not been so inhibited by a respect 
for the office that Roosevelt had no respect for, 
he’ would have seized upon that revolting spec- 
tacle of besotted old swine, alaiming to repre- 
sent “labor,” wallowing in their own filth and 
brawling with young naval officers who couldn't 


‘repress their disgust. But Dewey would use noth- 


ing that tended to impeach Roosevelt's moral 
character even though that impeachment, easily 
to be established by the strong legal presentation 
that he often had employed in the criminal courts, 
would have shocked the conscience of the nation. 
The service to the people that Tom Dewey could 
have rendered by such an attack is beyond cal-

A Return 
On Our Dough 


NEW YORK—Benjamin A. Javits, the New 

York corporation lawyer who cracked the Ivar 

Kreuger “match king” fraud and codrafted NRA, 

now seems on the verge of accustoming the American people to 
the word “trillion.” 

“Billion,” of course, is a household word now, accepted without 
even a “whew!” or a fainting spell even by those who wonder 
where the next hamburger’s coming from. “Million” has fallen 
into complete ill-repute. Even “mink,” once a lustrous word, 
hasn’t been the same since Valentina, the designer, flared her ele- 
gant nostrils at a friend who was bragging about a mink coat and 
glacially remarked, “Meenk is for futeball games!” 


“iI So off we go on trillions. Javits has a 
Off _ Trillions new and bold plan which he calls “peace 
for investment.” It is new because it tosses around a pair of tril- 
lions and it is bold because he holds out some assurance that the 
American people won’t get too stuck. 

In outlining his super-Marshall Plan (which differs primarily 
in that we get repaid on the new plan), Javits says that peace can 
be brought to the world through investment in people and pro- 
duction. He agrees inferentially with a shrewdly illiterate friend 
of mine who keeps saying, “A guy with a basketful of free steaks, 
walking through the Iron Curtain countries, could swing them 
bums to democracy.” | 

Javits says it this way: “If every person in every place on earth 
had enough to eat, to wear, to use, there would be no more want 
or wars.” 

This kind of Utopia could be achieved by investing—not giv- 
ing—$20,000,000,000 a year for the next 50 years, a total of $2,000,- 
000,000,000; investing it in the world’s peoples and production. This 
country was built into greatness not only by hard work but by 
credit, investment, stock and bond issues, Javits contends. 

“No one man, group of men or syndicate had sufficient funds 
to build the railroads of America,” he says. “Stocks were issyed 
and people invested in the railroads. The same thing can be made 
to happen for factories and means of production in Afghanistan, 
Burma, Bolivia and the backward areas of the globe. 

“Just as the stock issues in the U. S. pay dividends when a 
firm is making a profit, so will invested funds be repaid through- 
out the world. Credit is the creator of the American way of life 
as we know it today. 

Javits thinks the Marshall Plan and Mr. Truman’s Point Four 
declarations leave a lot to be desired. The Marshall Plan, he 


says, aims only at rehabilitating the means of production in devas- ~ 


tated countries, and modernizing those means. He thinks it might 
expire in 1952, for keeps. And much of the world will never have 
been touched by it. 


Something Back Point Four in Mr. Truman’s program is 
“a hit and miss,” he says, and adds: 


“There’s no clear, incisive thinking behind this plan to give sus- 
tained assistance to all sections of the globe. And in every case 
these plans are U. S.-made projects to be administered by the 
U. S. Not one of these projects attempts to make use of the ma- 
chinery of the United Nations.” 

Javits, first to come up with a “businessman’s plan” for the 
ailments now besetting the mendicant world, believes the value 
of his idea is that it is a long-range project—as was the develop- 
ment of the United States from a wilderness. Two lousy trillion 
would put it over and restore to the American people something 
as dim and remote to them as the buggy-whip industry: a return 
on their dough.

Moshi, Moshi, You-All 


TOKYO, Japan.—The Japanese have a keen sense of humor and are fond of 
gently ribbing their American conquerors, particularly the American's inability, or 
his refusal, to learn more than the rudiments of the Japanese language. They have 
in fact made up a little song, sung to the tune of “London Bridge Is Falling Down,” 
which is supposed to represent all of the Japanese that the average American will 
learn in a three-year tour of duty in the Islands. It goes like this: “Moshi moshi’ 


anoney anoney anoney.” “Moshi moshi anoney ahhhh sooooo des’ka.” 


Which being translated lit-; 


erally means “Hello, hello,” “Say you” and “Oh I see.” 


The Americans do know a few more .words 
than that, however. Even in casual conversation 
with another American, such phrases as shicoshi, 
pronounced “skoshi,” and meaning “just a little 
bit,” tekisan, pronounced “takson” and meaning 
“quite a bit,” and chatamata, meaning “just a 
minute” creep into their conversation. 


The GI's, whose contact with the Japa- 
nese people may be daily and fairly close, 
are on the whole better linguists than the 
officers and civilian employes of the govern- 
ment, though the manner in which they tor- 
ture the Japanese tongue may ofttimes startle 
the Nipponese. - 


Val Lyle, old Journal reporter now a public 
relations officer in McArthur’s GHQ, 
hearing an irate GI talking thus to a Japanese on 
the telephone, trying to tell him to wait a minute: 

“Chatamati, iki-san,” he bellowed. “Chata- 
goddam-mati.” 

Children of the Americans here are even more 
fluent linguists either than the GI’s or their 
parents. The Jap nurses or amahs seem to be 
extremely fond of their little American charges 
and wait on them hand and foot. The younger 
ones, as a result, are growing up to jabber Japa- 
nese, which they speak all the time with their 
nurses, as well as they speak English. 

Wives here often recognize how ludicrous 
they sound in trying to convey their instructions, 
in English, to their Japanese servants. Unable 


-to cope with the language, they speak a sort of 


pidgin. At a bridge party the other afternoon, 
for instance, one American lady who likes to keep 
her servants hustling, decided she would tele- 
phone home and tell them to wash the car. 

“You washee car, yes?” she said to the ser- 
vant on the other end of the line. “You no

washee car dry rag. You washee car wet rag.

Police State 


This is the third of a series of dispatches on Czechoslovakia by a correspondent of The New York 
Times and The Atlanta Constitution who recently left that country to avoid possible arrest on false. 


espionage charges. 


VIENNA—Thanks to her capitalistic past as part of the Western world, Czechoslovakia today en- 
joys the highest standard of living of any country in the Communist world. The future of that 


standard depends on the answers to these two questions: 


Do the Communists want to make Czecho- 
slovakia a show window of their system? Or is 
it intolerable to the Russians that the Czecho- 
slovaks should continue to enjoy a higher stand- 
ard of living than their own? 

If Communist theory were the only considera- 
tion, the first alternative would have to be chosen. 
By their own materialist standards the Commu- 
nists must measure the success of their rule pri- 
marily by its effect on the material welfare of the 
people. 

There is a passage in Lenin’s book, “Left-wing 
Communism, an Infantile Disorder,” that applies 
exactly to Czechoslovakia’s present position. He 
wrote: 


“It would also be a mistake to lose sight 
of the fact that after the victory of the prole-. 
tarian revolution in at least one of the ad- 
vanced countries things will in all probability 
take a sharp turn—viz, Russia will cease to 
be the model country and once again become 
a backward (in the ‘Soviet’ and in the So- 
cialist sense) country.” 


In Czechoslovakia, the first of the “advanced 
countries” to be taken over by the Communists, 
all the material conditions necessary to make her 
a new model are present. She has a highly pro- 
ductive industrial economy, manned by educated 
and skilled people, rich coal resources and for- 
eign trade connections sufficient to provide other 
needed raw materials and food. 


In an off-the-record discussion of this subject 
one of the top officials of the Czechoslovak min- 
istry of planning told me brightly: “We not 
only can do it as well as the Russians, we can do 
it better.” 


But he was unusually ‘Yrank and optimistic. 
In public all Communists devoutly pay homage 
to the Russian model and humbly aspire to equal 
it. Andre Simone, a Communist who has been in 
Russia often enough to know better, once insisted 
to me that, of course, the Russian standard of 
living was higher than the Czechoslovak. 

Such Communists are deferring to Russian na- 
tionalism for the Safety of their own skins. From 
timie to time they are brought up to mark by Rus- 
sian remarks like that of Marshal Nikolai A. Bul- 
ganin during the last celebration of Liberation 
Day in Prague that “even the slightest” question- 
ing of Russian friendship led inevitably to 
deviationism and “Titoism.” - 

Because of their touchy nationalism the Rus- 
sians are likely to force the Czechoslovak stand- 
ard of living down in two ways: 

First, rather than challenge Russian friendship 
Czechoslovak negotiators must accept whatever 
economic deals the Russians offer them. While 
the details of this point are shrouded in secrecy,

economic observers in Prague are agreed that the 
Czechoslovaks often have to sel] below cost and 
Russian deliveries often are delayed and unsuited 
to Czechoslovak. needs. 


Second, it is part of the Russian scheme that. 
Czechoslovakia and other “People’s Democracies” 
should trade with the Western nations only until: 
alternative trade relations could be established in. 
the East. In placing political considerations 
ahead of economic issues, Czechoslovak authori- 
ties have gone even farther lately. They are de- 
liberately risking Western economic reprisals by, 
flouting Western opinion in a series of trials and’ 
expulsions. 

Last year 55 percent of Czechoslovakia’s trade 
was still with the West. This year, it will be’ 
only 45 percent and perhaps far less, if the pres- 
ent political trends continue to add to the coun- 
try’s purely economic difficulties in meeting 
Western competition. 

A sharp drop in trade with the West would, 
affect the country’s standard of living disas- 
trously, if it came before alternative trade with 
the East had been organized. From the West, 
Czechoslovakia must still have specialized ma- 
chinery, ore, rubber, tin, special alloys, cotton, 
wool and many other raw materials. 

Meanwhile, the Czechoslovak standard of liv- 
ing has been slowly rising since the low point 
after 1947. This means that basic foodstuffs, ex- 
cept.meat and butter, have been taken off the 
ration list, that clothing rations are being more 
generously released, and that on the free market 
all goods are in better supply and have been re- 
duced in price from their earlier astronomic 
levels. 

The beneficiary of this slow improvement is, 
of course, the “working class.” In their standard

lunches nearly universally available for the 
equivalent of 10 cents or less, the social insur- 
ance benefits that have been extended since 1948 
to cover nearly all risks, and the large-scale, 
cheap trade union vacation programs.

A dress made of dark. solid- 
color fabric will slenderize the 
figure, while a light print gen- 
erally will tend to make it ap- 
pear heavier. A one-piece dress 
will give the figure a taller ap- 
pearance than a two-piece dress, 
particularly if the top and bot- 
tom of the two-piece dress are 
of different fabrics or colors. 
So it is with a room. If your 
kitchen is too small, you can 
make it appear larger by paint- 
ing it in a single color—pref- 
erably a light color—with wood- 
work painted to match the 
walls. On the other hand, if 
the room is too large, a dark 
paint or a large printed wall- 
paper will tend to make it look 
smaller. If the shape of the 
room is not entirely pleasing, 
color can again help improve 
the situation. If the room is too 
square, you can achieve a more 
rectangular effect by painting 
or papering one or both end 
walls in a darker color than 
the side walls. Also, if the room 
is too long and marrow, you 
can give it more of a square 
appearance in the same way, 
by painting or papering the 
narrow end walls in dark col- 
ors to contrast with light side 
walls. 

COLOR IS IMPORTANT 

In addition to changing the 
appearance of the shape of the 
room, the colors in a room af- 
fect us personally, have a di- 
rect bearing on the way we feel. 
The warm colors, such as red, 
orange and yellow, convey a 
feeling of excitement and stimu- 
lation to the individual. The 
cool colors, blue, green and 
violet, on the other hand, help 
to bring about a feeling of re- 
laxation, meditation and quiet- 
ness. In order to provide your 
kitchen with a congenial atmos- 
phere, its color decoration should 


strike a happy medium between 
the extremes of the very warm 
colors and the very cool colors. 
Just where this happy medium 
is to be found will depend on 
the amount of natural sunlight 
and the kind of exposure which 
your particular kitchen gets. 
Obviously the kitchen that gets 
a maximum of sunlight and en- 
joys a southern exposure will 
need cool colors for its decora- 
tion, while the kitchen that has 
a northern exposure and has 
little warm sunshine flooding 
through the window will need 
the lift and warmth that only 
yellows, reds, and oranges can 
provide. 
INEXPENSIVE FRILLS 

Sometimes major changes 
can’t be made due to our 
budgets. But, no matter what 
the color problems in your 
kitchen may be, and no matter 
how you may resolve them, the 
question of kitchen color acces- 
sories can always be solved in 
an inexpensive way if you use 
ingenuity. 

It’s a simple matter to add 
gay decals to a cupboard, the 
kitchen door, or around a win- 
dow. We know one woman who 
took down the curtains for 
Summer and framed the win- 
dow with a string of ivy 
decals—beautiful, cool, and no 
laundry involved in washing 
curtains for four months. 

Paint some molds, pie tins, 
or paper plates and arrange 
them in a group on one wall for 
a light color touch. 

Plastic shelf-lining paper 
makes grand decorative edging 
and will give any kitchen a lift. 

A big pitcher or bow! of shiny 
magnolia leaves will add a fresh 
note if you don’t already have 
potted plants in the kitchen. 

While you are having that 
second cup of coffee this morn- 
ing, look around the kitchen and 
you'll be able to “dream up” 
many ways to add a _ color 
sparkle to the kitchen—the place 
where you spend so much time.
